The present amendment is made in response to the non- final action dated June 30, 2005. 
Claims 6 and 11-17 remain pending. 

In the Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-9, 17, and 18 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
anticipated by U.S. Patent 4,448,483 to Ryley, Jr. Claims 10-16 and 19 were indicated as being 
allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

Claim 6 has been amended to incorporated the limitations from objected to claim 10 and 
all intervening claims. Claim 10 and those intervening between it and claim 6 have been 
canceled to avoid duplicate claims. Likewise, independent claim 17 has been amended to 
incorporate the limitations from claim 19 and any intervening claims.
